John Roach, the well-known ship builder, for reinforcing 
our Navy by tie construction, with Government aid. of 
a hundred fast steamships, which should be built with 
express reference to adaptability for war service as 
cruisers, bv fitting them with iron armor and a suitable 
battery. We are now adle to present the cuts with 
which Mr. Roach illustrates his plan. These will con- 
vey to the eye, at a glance, the plan of alteration, which 
was also described in last week’s JouRNAL. 

The first set of drawings shows the general character 
of the vessels which Mr. Roach proposes to construct. 
They are to be of five classes, one of 4,000 tors, with

ae The ship, then, would have a belt of 
steel nine inches thick and nine feet 
deep, backed by the coal in her bunk- 
ers, this proving a great resistance to shot or shell. 
Mr. Barnaby, Chief of Construction of the British 
navy, has said of this device: ‘‘ No amount of resis- 
tance which sn armor-plate could show would give the 
satisfaction which I have received from the excellent 
behavior of the simple combination of fuel aud thin 
loose iron sheets. Coal-armor and torpedoes together 
have given to the fast merchant shipping of England a 
significance in warfare wholly new. In the place of 
being helpless wards to be defended, they become 
active combatants—a strength instead of an embarrass-

Tue review of the British volunteers in Windsor Park, 
July 9, was a brilliant affair. The utmost interest 
was manifested in the review by all classes, and at least 
100,000 spectators went to Windsor. The number of 
volunteers participating was 60,000, much the largest 
that ever assembled. The review was considered as an 
experiment to test the possibility of the rapid concentra 
tion of volunteer troops, of whom there are about 200,. 
000. The two lines of railway—the Great Western and 
the South western—had to do all the transportation from 


MR. TUFT’S RIFLED GUN. 


Tue Pittsburgh Commercial Gazette gives the follow- 
ing account of the breech-loading rifled gun of. Mr. 
David Tuft, of that city, tested at the Allegheny Arse- 
nal grounds July 14, in presence of Capt. James W. 
Reilly, Ordnance Department, commanding the arsenal, 
Capt. Algernon 8. M. Morgan, ordnance storekeeper, 
and others : 


The test was made in the lower part of the nds 
near the line of the Allegheny Valley Railroad Some 
twenty shots were fired at short range, the results of 
which satisfied those who witnessed the test that the 
new gun will come up fully to the claim of the inven- 
tor. 

Captain Reilly, commandant of the arsenal, conducted 
the party to the testing ground, near the line of the Alle- 
gheny Valley Railroad, where it was arranged that the 
shots should be fired into a smal! sand benk,-80 as to 
insure perfect safety to the people who might happen 
to be floating around in the neighborhood. The first 
five shots were fired into the bank, penctrating to the 
depth of about eighteen inches. It was decided after 
tue first trial to place blocks of wood against the sand 
bank, in order to test the force of projectiles. At first 
a pine block, six inches in thickness, was set up asa 
target, and the first shot pierced it throuch and was 
buried in the sand bank; then another six-inch block 
was added to the target, and the next shot penetrated 
both, making a thickness of twelve inches. Still 
another six-inch block was placed in position, making 
three blocks of six inches each, or an aggregate thick- 
ness of eighteen inches. To the astonishment of the 
spectators the leaden messenger went through the 
eighteen inches of pine blocks and was buried out of 
sight in the bank. Next a sergeant, by order of Capt. 
Reilly, brought an inch plank, which was added to the 
three 6-inch blocks, and’a shot from the new gun 
through the entire nineteen inches of wood and went 
out of sight in the bank. The test developed fully 
the fact that the new gun will send a ball with greater 
force than any breech-loading gun heretofore invented. 

The advantages claimed by Mr. Tuft for his invention 
are as follows: The main feature of the gun is the gas 
check, which is claimed to be superior to any other 
breech-loading rifled cannon in the world. The test 
made was with a model of a field gun. The mechanism 
consists of a steel barrel, with a bore about one-inch in 
diameter, a steel breech block with a gas check. One 
of the peculiarities of the gunis that the removal of 
the check from the block in firing is not required. The 
breech is constructed on the principle of the celebrated 
Krupp gun, with the exception that with the Krupp 
gun tke gas check is put in before firing, and has to 
taken out before reloading. This same trouble exists 
with all other breech-loading cannon. In the Tuft gun, 
by means of a screw and wedge the gas check is 
adjusted in such a manner as to permit but little escape 
of gas, a desideratum which has never before been 
attained. The gun was patented in 1878, but the in- 
ventor had never until now ventured upon’ a public test 
of his invention. Mr. Tuft is the inventor of an iron 
suspension moveable dam, which has been pronounced 
by engineers the best invention of the kind extant. 
The only trouble about the introduction of the dam is 
that it is too expensive. 

The barrel of the model on exhibition is made of 
steel, and was manufactured by Mackintosh, Hemphill 
and Co. The breech block, also of steel, was made by 
Thompson, Epping and Carpenter. The ball used was 
a conical shaped missile, weighing one pound, and the 
charge of powder was an ounce and a half in weight. 
It is claimed for the invention that with a gun of six 
pound calibre a projectile can be thrown a distance of 
five miles with an accuracy sufficient to hit a target the 
size of an ordinary barn door.

It was beneath its folds that Farragut was 
“lashed to the mast” during the former of the last two 
mentioned engagements, Upon the surrender of Fort 
Gaines this flag was the first to be raised above the ramparts, 
where it continued to float until the fort was abandoned.— 
Adrian, Mich., Times. 

THE many acquaintances and numerous friends of Mr. 
Didier, pay clerk, have been pained to learn of his downfall, 
as reported in the paragraph goimg the rounds. Mr. Didier 
was regarded as one of the mostreliable and competent pay 
clerks ashore or afloat. He had served with many paymasters 
and for many years, and no doubt is the possessor of com- 
mendatory letters from the bulk of them. But he seems to have 
gone the wrong way at last, and to be branded as a defaulter 
for the paltry sum of #300.

TurovueH the Governor-General of Canada the sword 
which belonged to Gen. Montgomery, who fell before Quebec 
on the last night of the year 1775, has been transferred. to 
the Livingston family, residing on the Hudson, New York, 
the General having married into that family. 

Reports have come from El Paso, Mexico, that Governor 
Terrasass, of Chihuahua, who was on his way to El Paso, 
was attacked by Indians, last week, and thirty -of his men 
were killed. 

A GENTLEMAN who dined and spent the evening with Pres- 
ident Garfield the night before he was shot, says that, in the 
course of conversation, the President ‘‘ remarked that he had 
that day done one of the pleasantest things in his whole of- 
ficial career—he had promoted Capt. W. G. Mitchell, of Gen. 
Hancock's staff, to be a major and assistant adjutant-general. 
While we were talking, the newly-appointed major sent in 
his card, and the President remarked : ‘ Ilere he is now,’ and 
had him ushered in. A tall, soldierly man came in, and, 
after cordially thanking the President for the promotion, 
was introduced to me.” 

Last Tuesday there died at 126 Robinson street, a woman 
known to thousands of people in this city in the evil days of 
the war as ‘‘ Confederate Mary,” or ‘‘ Rebel Mary.” Her 
name was Mrs. Mary Scott. She was an English woman by 
birth, and a person of excellent education, being a diligent 
reader of the best books. There was in the South no more 
ardent or enthusiastic Confederate than Mrs. Scott. She did 
allin her power to further the cause, and after the fall of 
the city visited the prisons daily, carrying food or clothes to 
the prisoners, She assisted persons in escaping from the 
city, and was especially useful to ladies in helping them to 
gt away with their valuables across the lake. The Federalg 
called her ‘* Rebel Mary,” and many were the anathemas she 
hurled upon them, for she never hesitated to speak her mind 
freely. She was recognized by friend and foe as quite a 
character in her way, ® woman thorougbly in earnest, and 
was generally respected for her many excellent qualities. A 
picture of Mrs. Scott was printed in Harper's Weekly. during 
the war. She had many friends among the ladies of this city, 
who assisted her during the latter years of her life by pur- 
chasing the knick-knacks which she had for sale.—New Or- 
leans Picayune, July 2. 

Tue early detachment of Rear-Admiral Fairfax from his 
position as Governor of the Naval Asylum give currency to 
rumors as to his successor. A rear-admiral has generally, of 
late years, hela the position, although the present governor 
when ordered to it, was a commodore only, Among those 
mentioned prominently in counection with the appointment 
are Rear-Admiral Bryson, soon expected home from Brazil :

Scribner’s Monthiy for August prints from an unpublished 
manuscript of Robt. Fulton a letter to Thomas Jefferson, 
dated New York, June 29, 1813, in which he gives an accoun 
of his experiments in-submarine gunnery. It is accom- 
panied by an introduction by Prof. Robt. H. Thurston, in 
which he says: One of the great engineer’s earliest inven- 
tions was a ‘diving boat,” in which like a veritable Oapt. 
Nemo, he prowled about beneath the waters of the harbor of 
Brest, during all the summer of 1801, coming to the surface 
like the gigantic balena to get breath, plunging beneath it 
again, rising or diving, moving forward or backward, turning 
and returning, and, after a time, coming above water where 
least expected, and sailing away like any of the comnion- 
place craft with which the harbor was crowded. He spent, 
at times, several hours below the surface, and once, when a 
ship was placed at his disposal by Bonaparte, then First 
Consul, he attacked her from beneath and blew her into the 
air with bis torpedoes, Fulton's diving boat, the Wauéilus, 
and his powerful torpedoes, kept the British fleet in a state 
of perpetual apprehension, for it was well known that he 
was negctiating with the French goverument for the pur- 
ehase of his inventions, and had promised Napoleon “to 


deliver France and the whole world from British oppression.” 
- +. The greatest. naval engineer of our own time has 
wonderfully improved upon the rnde methods and the com- 
paratively feeble and inefficient apparatus of Fulton ; and 
beside that latest and most formidable of modern engines of 
war which was so lately pictured in these columns, the 
Destroyer, of Capt. Ericsson, the almost forgotten, the 
never well-known, devices of the artist-engineer may appear 
insignificant ; yet, when the circumstances by which he was 
surrounded are remembered, when it is realized how much 
of talent and how much of enterprise, energy, and per- 
sistence were demanded in the accomplishment.of such 
tasks as Robert Fulton so splendidly and successively 
undertook, it will certainly be acknowledged that he 
deserves all the fame that hes been accorded him, either 
as a great mechanic or an ingenious and successful in- 
ventor.

He has been allowed his 
liberty most of the time, and some three weeks siuce he en

time he has been at West Lebanon, from whence he came to: 
Chatham on Sunday. Heis a native of Columbia County, 
having been born in New Lebenon.”

State asylum for about three months, when he (was dis+ 
charged as cured. He came back to Baltimore, and ever 
since then he has been trying to get reinstated to active ser- 
vice. After confinement at Washington he had been. pro- 
moted to full Major, and retired on two-thirds pay. On the 
strength of his discharge from the New York asylum, Col. 
Janes importuned many of the physicians in Baltimore to 
sign his papers asking for reinstatement, and many of them 
did so. Dr. Crim states Col. Janes’s disease to be general 
peresis, regarded as incurable by the best authorities, and 
described by Dr. Blandenberg as ‘a terrible form of in- 
sanity, which is probably the most fatal disease that attacks 
man, and which destroys in a short period not only mind, 
but life itself.’ Dr. Orim has also. the. written opinion of 
Surgeon General Barnes on the case of Ool. Janes, of date 
July 22, 1880, in which it says, ‘the disease will develop into 
suicidal or homicidal mania; or, if not excited by coercion or. 
confinement, into harmless dementia,’ It appears to have 
developed into the first named mania, according to the de- © 
spa:ch. Mrs. Janes, who could not jive with her husbandon 
account of his insanity, is now residiag in Brooklyn, N. Y.”

ORDNANCE NEWS. 


OME months since, the late Chief of Ordnance of the 
Navy ordered from the Pratt and Whitney Com- 
pany, of Hartford, one of that establishment’s machine 
guns, known as the ‘‘ Improved Gardner.” This gun has 
been finished under the supervision of Lieut. W. W. 
Kimball, of the Navy Ordnance Bureau, and now awaits 
the direction of the Department. It is an elegant con- 
struction, of two 26-inch barrels, of 45 calibre, and will 
prove the avant courier, it is presumed, of a consider- 
able quota for the Navy. Its mount isthe Navy Gat- 
ling carriage slightly modified, which gives it a possible 
elevation of nearly 30 degrees, and almost any depres- 
sion desired. On Monday, the gun was taken to the 
Franklin Range Grounds, adjoining Colt’s Armory, for 
point-blank testing at 100 and 200 yards. The day was 
not altogether suited to such a purpose, there being an 
extraordinary velocity of wind for mid-July, at right 
angles to the line of fire; but the results obtained were 
nevertheless very favorable, shots at any remove from 
the bull’s-eye being exceptional. On Tuesday, the piece 
was tried for rapidity and certainty of execution, Lieut. 
Kimball operating the crank. Its volume of fire was 
demonstrated to be from 500 to 600 rounds per minute, 
while all the spasmodic jerking and eccentric action of 
the crank by the inspector were unable to embarrass the 
feed or throw the system out of operation. The piece is 
very light, easily and naturally handled, and should 
prove a very effective weapon for both deck and boat 
uses. 
A distinctive, and what will prove a most valuable, 
practical feature of the Pratt and Whitney machine 
gun, is the ingenious internal arrangement of the limber- 
chests, which, without being at all enlarged in size, 
have a capacity for over 3,000 roundsof .45 ammunition, 
whereas with the mode of packing for other machine 
guns but 900 rounds could be carried. In the limber 
chests of the guns furnished the War Department, 5,400 
rounds can be carried. This feature of the Pratt and 
Whitney gun is the achievement of Mr. E. D. Park- 
hurst of the Company, by whose ingenious feeding de- 
vice the cartridges are run directly from the “‘ original 
packages” to the feed-port, so that the chests are 
obliged to hold only the regulation paper boxes without 
other impedimenta. 
The last instalment of the new Gatlings, contracted 
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pleted and sent away some weeks since. The arrange- 


ment made by the Navy Department was an exchange 
of 50 old calibre, 18-inch barrel, Gatlings, bought in 1873, 
for 80 new guns, the Company receiving a cash bonus 
of $10,000. The new guns are of .45 calibre, 24 inch 
barrel, and 18-inch twist of rifling. Lieut. Kimball, 
under whose inspection the contract has been vom- 
pleted, and whose mechanical proficiency and intelligent 
appreciation of the exigencies of naval gun service are 
manifest in its perfect execution, has not only secured 
for the Department all the armory improvements, but 
added meritorious features of his own suggestion. The 
uew carriages have, fur instance, a deeper and stiffer 
trail, which experience will commend; the crank has 
been adjusted for either side or rear uction, and geared 
for 6 shots per revolution at the side and 10 shots at the 
rear; while the proportions of the hopper orifice and 
carrier have been extended to take the long cartridge of 
500 grains of powder if desired. 

In addition to the thirty brand-new Gatlings, the 
Navy has now twenty-two of the original batch of cast- 
iron breech guns, twenty-five in number, purchased in 
1873, which have been modernized and will make ex- 
cellent long range pieces. Under Lt. Kimbali’s super- 
vision they have been fitted with new barrels, .45 cal., 
82 inches length and 24 inch twist of rifling, new hop- 
pers, etc., and are practically new guns. 

The twenty-five Gatlings for the army, which have 
been for some time in course of construction, under 
Capt. Greer’s able inspection, have been completed and 
the last delivery was made a tew days since. 

The last development of the Gatling systeu is the 
new Torpedo gun, which has just been completed at 
Colt’s Armory. ‘Though the first and best known of 
machine-gun inventors, Dr. Gatling had, to the surprise 
of ordnance people, seemed to have lost sight of the 
uses of his system asa defensive medium for ships, 
against the aggressive little steam launches of present 
naval warfare. Both Hotchkiss and Nordenfeldt have 
scored successes with their effective ship-defenders, 
while the brain which originally evolved the practicabil- 
ity of their type of rapid firing engines was apparently 
listless. For nearly two years, however, Dr. Gatling 
has been studying the details of a new marine gua, and 
the result is at last reached in an invention which com- 
bines the theory of the old breech action with the new 
mechanical devices demanded by the conditions of range 
and calibre. 

The Gatling Torpedo gun has a calibre of 1.45 inches, 
with a barrel of the extraordinary length of 50 inches, 
thus assuring the entire consumption of the maximum 
powder charge. The barrel is of fine steel, enclosed in 
a casing of gun metal, giving it the appearance of a 
cannon of small calibre but great length. The projec- 
tiles may be either steel pointed solid bolts or cast iron 
shell. The breech mechanism, beautifully designed and 
finished, is capable of taking care of from seventy to 
eighty cartridges per minute, these being fed by hand. 
As, however, all guns of this type must be aimed after 
each discharge, the object being in constant motion, the 
volume of fire will be somewhat less than this theoretical 
possibility. The mount of the gun, as seen by us at the 
armory, is the ordinary army carriage. The piece is 
hung and properly balanced on trunnions, resting in the 
bearings of a swivel, so that it may be used either on 
the carriage, or secured by the clamps of the vertical 
socket in which the swivel plays, to the gunwale—the 
latter position admitting a horizontal sweep of the entire 
horizon, with an elevation or depression of 45 degrees. 
If secured to the gunwale, an appliance of wood on the 
left side of the breech receives the pressure of the gun- 
ter’s shoulder, enabling him with his left hand to range 
the piece, which moves in its socket with the greatest 
ease, while with his right hand he actuates the firing 
crank. An important feature of the action is the new 
mechanism which absolutely prevents cocking untilthe 
cartridge is fully home in the chamber and the breech 
entirely closed, the firing-pin being thus positively 
retired from the cartridge head except at the moment 
of firing, so that a premature explosion is impossible. 
The faciiity with which the arm is aimed 1s one of ils 
most striking features. The angle of depression, 45 
degrees, enables the marksman managing the arm to 
continue firing until the torpedo boat is withina few yards 
of the ship. The gun is to be tested at Sandy Hook 
under the direction of the board of ordnance officers. 
The mechanical work has been done by Captain Charles 
Saunders, one of the most skillfal machinists in the 
country, while Mr. Evarts, the expert draughtsman at 
Colt’s, has attended to the drawings and plans. It 
should be stated that the gun can also be used for field 
service with the most effective results. The sighting ap- 
paratus is so nicely adjustable that aim can be seeured 
and the gun fired at least-a dozen times mer ety

"UNIFORMITY IN THE NAVY. 


A Lirvurenant in the United States Navy, who is 
described as ‘‘ a line officer on a remote station,” makes 
an earnest plea, in the United Service for August, for 
uniformity in the Navy, and urges the establishment of 
a set of regulations so lucid, direct, positive, and com- 
prehensive that officers would have but one of two 
courses open to them—either to obey or disobey. The 
present regulations are so variously interpreted that 
uniformity is seen no where—except in our cruisivg 
ships, which are ‘‘ chiefly noticeable for their uniformity 
in the matter of obsoleteness.” At Esperanza are seen 
three of our ships; ‘‘one has her lower masts painted 
white and her yards black, another has both yards 
and lower masts painted a quarantine yellow, and the 
third has hers painted a yellowish red. The order was 
‘straw’ color, but the captain of the first ship says he 
doesn’t know what ‘straw color’ is, but he does know 
black and white. The captains of the other two are 
ready to quarrel with anybody who says they haven’t 
‘hit it? exactly. One has her sea clothes-lines up be- 
tween the main and mizzen; another her harbor-lines 
fore and aft; and the third has a few straggling pieces 
stopped on a line from the bowsprit cap to the fore- 
topmast head.” 

In routine spar or sail drills and color evolutions, and 
in the matter of naval official courtesy and salutes, there 
are equally wide range. 

Somebody says, ‘‘ You must remember our navy is very 
young.” hy, of course its young, thank God! and we 
devouily pray that it may live + be very old and much 
honored; but the Japs are young too; and it doesn’t seem so 
very long ago that handsome Bill Howard went over to 
Europe to organize the German navy (I think it was in 1854); 
so their navy is younger than ours too; but it would be very 
mortifying to cempare any of our ships with theirs—even in 
this trivial ‘‘ outward sign” of the arrangement of bunting. 
No guide is given in the regulations or signel-book for the 
dressing of ships ‘‘on these days with signal and other 
flags,” and accordingly, although the senior officer present 
orders “‘rainbow” or “ yard-arm fasbion,” the general 
arrangement of bunting is left to the taste and judgment of 
the navigating officer; or, far more likely, of the mgnal quar- 
termaster. The result is in some cases ludicrous, «nd in all 
inharmonious, We observe a gorgeous display of color, 
without order or significance. If we look at the foreign 
men-of-war, dressed for the occasion, we notice a complete 
system pursued in the case of the ship of each nationality. 

As to the imposing variety of rig, and the interesting 
collection of types in sbips’ boats, Lieutenavt says: 
‘*Are we always to be exposed to the covert ridicule of 
foreign men-of-war? I can quite easily imagine the 
messenger-boy going into the wardroom with the officer 
of the deck’s compliments to the gentlemen, and if they 
want to see some fun they’d better come on deck. The 
American ships are going to exercise boats! Thank 
God, we cannot hear the remarks they make as they 
watch the performance.” 

The adoption of the Herreshoff’s steam-launch is 
urged, and we are told that, ‘‘in the event of our sud- 
denly going to war with some other maritime nation, 
we shall have cause to regret that our non-patronage of 
this man’s industry drove him from the country. The 
fast torpedo-launch is the element of naval warfare of 
the future.” 

In the dressing of officers and men, in the way men 

carry sheath-knives, in the use of cap ribbons, in the 
appearance of ships’ bands, in the use of full dress or 
undress uniform, there is a corresponding want of 
uniformity. ‘‘It is quite funny to see a full-dress 
muster,” exclaims the lieutenant wrathfully, ‘‘ on board 
of an American man-of-war. 
I doubt if any slop shop in New York could turn out such 
an array of ill-fitting, shabby, and ridiculeus garments, 
and we may earnestly hope for their speedy abolition. . . . 
In hot weather commanding officers have a choice between 
two evilsa—either to make everybody uncomfortable by wear- 
ing blue coats, or suffer their officers to wear a variety of 
white upper dress. They cannot order jackets to be worn, 
as officers are not required to have them. Page 191 says, 
‘white linen or grass jackets . . . may be worn,’ etc. The 
blue service-coat or ‘blouse’ recently adopted has been very 
much admired for its combination of good qualities by 
officers of all other navies, and it. will be safe to predict its 
8 y adoption by several of them. A similar garment in 
white duck, with the substitution, for laundry purposes, of « 
system of loops and knots for the buttons or hooks and eyes, 
has been adopted in one of our squadrons where the weather 
is generally hot; and we hear flattering accounts of the great 
satisfaction it affords. It is handsome, officer-like, cool, and 
neat; but there is but little hope that it will be made a part 
of the naval uniform.” 














Tue Stevenson case awaits the recovery of President 
Garfield for its decision. We speak advisedly when 
we say that it has proved an enormous bore to the Navy 
Department, with its disturbance of the ordinary rou- 
tine in such cases, by the introduction of lawyers’ ar- 
guments, etc. Important as it may seem to those chiefly 
interested, its importance has been exaggerated by spec- 
ial circumstances out of all proportion. There is an im- 
pression in the Secretary’s office that the planet will 
continue to revolve, with the permission of the comet, 
however this case is determined. 

In the best interests of the Pay Covps we would say 





that, aside from the Stevenson case, itis very mucle to \ 
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be desired thatthe Department should not be left un- 
der the unfavorable impression it has undoubtedly 
received from, the indisposition of some members of 
that corps to hold themselves subject to the rules which 
should govern the naval officer, of simple obedience to 
orders without regard to personal comfort or convenience. 
The Department has grown weary of the persistence 
with which some officers of the Navy make use of per- 
sonal and political influence to secure advantages over 
their fellows. The Secretary is taking serious note of 
the fact that the naval officers best known for their 
ability and culture are not those who besiege the doors 
of the Department as suppliants for special considera- 
tion. He is asking himself why it ie that the men who 
have the best right to occupy his attention are not the 
ones who trouble him, and why it is that they should 
be considered as having less right to clemency and 
favor than less modest men who are their inferiors 
in every characteristic of the true sailor. We have 
not much to brag of in the way of ships; let us at 
least save to our Navy those characteristics of inde- 
pendent manhood, which can alone make it worth 
saving. If there is any man in the Service who 
is indisposed for any reasun to accept service as it 
comes to him, let him resign and seek the congenial 
obscurity of private station. The Navy has no use fot 
men who must be favored at the expense of their 
fellows. 








Every effort is now being made at Portsmouth, N. 
H., to get the Lancaster, which is to be the flag-ship of 
the European station, at sea early in August. She 
takes the place of the YZ7enton, and it is desirable that 
she should reach the straits of Gibraltar before the de- 
parture of that vessel for the United States, as some 
changes of officers will probably be made. The 7’ren- 
ton, in order to reach our coast to participate in the 
Yorktown celebration, must leave Gibraltar by the 10th 
or 15th of September. The present fleet paymaster of 
the squadron, Pay Inspector Williams, will continue on 
the station. Rear Admiral Howell has been accorded 
the privilege of returning in the 7’renton, or by passen- 
ger steamer from Europe. The Trenton will be some- 
what crowded with the descendents of La Fayette, and 
the Admiral may find it more comfortable to take a 
private steamer. 

Adml. Fairfax visited Portsmouth last week to observe 
the progress being made in fitting out the Lancaster. 
When completed she will be in every way creditable to 
all who have had to do with her, and will have no su- 
perior in any navy in the matters of ventilation, comfort 
and liberality of equipment. The principal offivers in- 
tended for her are already selected, and the list will be 
made public later. 





Capt. Hoopsr, of the Corwin, has made a report to 
the Secretary of the Treasury, dated Plover Bay, Si- 
beria, June 14, The Corwin left Ounalaska, May 22, 
and on arrival at Plover Bay could not get in on ac- 
count of ice. Here Captain Hooper spoke the whaling 
bark Rainbow, Captain Lapham, and learned from him 
that a story was in circulation among the Indians along 
the coast to the effect that a party of seal-hunters, 
while on the ice near North Cupe in November last, 
had fallen in with and boarded two wrecked vessels, 
supposed from their description to be the missing 
whalers Mount Wollaston and Vigilant. The same 
story, with slight variations, having been told at Marcus 
Bay, East Cape, St. Lawrence Bay, and other places, 
induced the belief that there might be some truth in it. 
He therefore determined to fit out a land party to fol- 
low the coast of Asia tothe north and west to investi- 
gate this report and te make inquiries in regard to the 
Jeannette. With some difficulty dogs and sleds were 
procured, and after steaming to near Kolinttchin Island, 
the party was landed. It consisted of ist Lieut. Her- 
ring, 3d Lieut. Reynolds, one seaman, and two Tchuht- 
chis. They took 25 dogs, 4 sleds, a skin boat, easily 
drawn on a doy sled, which would carry the entire party 
with provisions and dogs if necessary to cross open 
water. They took also two months’ provisicns, arms 
and ammunition, a drill tent, and plenty of deer-skin 
clothing, charts, sounding lines, instruments, etc. They 
were to go as far as Cape Jachin if possible, and to 
make every effort to ascertain the degree of truth, if 
any, in the reports mentioned, and to make diligent 
inquiries in regard to the Jeannette, and gain all possi- 
ble knowledge of the coast, character of the natives, 
etc., and to meet the Corwin at Tapken (Cape Serdze) 
on the completion of the duty. 

The Oorwin, after seeing them off, started again for 
Plover Bay, where it arrived June 12. Here much 
danger was encountered from fleids of ice, and Captain 
Hooper, after coaling, intended to make an effort to 
reach St. Mioheel’s, Norton’Sound. He further-teports

Kotzebue Sound as not likely to be open before the 1st — 
of July. After leaving St. Michael’s he intends to pro- 
ceed north and touch at Topkar not later thanJune 20;'to 
see if the party sent out has arrived, and return to Bt. ; 
Michael’s again in time to send mail by the steamer S¢. 
Paul, which leaves there for San Francisco via the Seal — 
Islands and Ounalaska about July 12. 





Tu importance of securing additional land adjacent 
to the Navy-yard at Norfolk bas been long conceded by 
officers of experience and sound jadgment—that is, to 
obtain a good foothold on the shore of Elizabeth river, 
opposite the Navy-yard. The Government already has 
a small plat known as St. Helena, which was pur- 
chased in 1846 for ordnance purposes. ‘There is‘a tract 
adjoining this known as Cedar Grove, upon which Navy 
people have had covetous eyes. It embraces about 50 
acres, and has a water front of 1,600 feet. Command- 
ant after commandant, and board after board, have ad- 
vised its purchase, but nothing has been done, and the 
value of the land is gradually increasing. At no very 
distant day, unless the Government secures it, it will be 
absorbed by private corporations, wharves will be built, 
saw mills erected, nd the railroads avail themselves of 
it for the growing trade which finds an outlet in the 
great harbor of Norfolk. Such improvements, while 
benefitting j-rivate interests, have an opposite effect 
upon those of the Government. They contract the 
channel, fill it wita refuse, and seriously affect the 
yard. Improvements to the port warden’s line will 
leave a few hundred feet, and after a while our very 
long ships will not be able to swing safely, and a suffi- 
cient sweep for launching purposes will be scarcely 
available. 

Secretary Hunt appears to have had his attention 
called to this subject, as he has appointed a board to 
consider it. Rear Admirals John Rudgers and D. MeN. 
Fairfax, and Capt. R. L. Law constitute the board. 
Ex-Secretary Goff, at the last session of Congress, 
brought the question to the attention of the Nava, 
Cominittees, but it was rather late, and no action ap- 
pears to have been taken. On Wednesday Admiral 
Rodgers and Capt. Law left Washington on the Despatch 
for Norfolk to examine the tract of lowland already 
described, in order to extend the Navy-yard basin. 





We must again commend to public attention ‘the ad 
mirable Sailor’s Hand-Book and Yachtsman’s Manual, 
just published by Charles Scribner’s Sons for E. F. 
Qualtrough, U. 8. Navy. It isa most compact compi- 
lation of such practical rules, useful tables, and general 
information as are in constant request by those who go 
down te the seain ships. The work is primarily in- 
tended for American seamen, and keeps the wants of 
our Navy and our merchant marine and yachtsmen 
constantly in view. A section on the marine steam 
engine has been contributed by Mr. Geo. W. Baird, U. 
S. Navy, and extensive use made, by permission of the 
author, of the Sailor’s Hand-Book, by Capt. Bedford, 
R. N. Other standard authorities, enumerated in the 
preface, have also been drawn upon. 








Capt. W. Arruur, naval attaché of the British Lega- 
tion, since the completion and shipment of the two 
Herreshoff vidette boats, has been seeing a little of 
picturesque America. On the 18th he was at West 
Point, whence he anticipatesa short trip to Northern New 
York, spending afew days in the Adirondack wilderness, 
and possibly at Niagara. With Mrs, Arthur he will 
sail fur England August 3, on a leave of two months.

A marine recruiting rendezvous has been established 
in Baltimore, Md. There is at present a considerable 
deficiency in the authorized strength of the Marine 
Corps, and diligent efforts are being made to repair it. 
The monthly returns show that from some stations 
desertions are frequent, while from others they are of 
rare occurrence, and strangely enough, the least favored 
station has had but one desertion during the last 
quarter. The proposed permission for old and tried 
sergeants to be detailed as masters-at-arms, or sergeants- 
at-arms, of the vessels of the Navy, would open to them 
a position worth from $51.50 to $61.50 per month, and 
be the means of drawing some excellent men into the 
Service.

Tue vacancy for an aide-de-camp on the personal 
staff of Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan was filled late last week 
by the appointment of Capt. James F. Gregory, Corps 
of Engineers, who has been on duty for some time at 
the Héadquarters of the Division of the Missouri as 
chief engineer officer. Capt. Gregory is an officer of 
varied service and experience, both in the Engincers 
and Artillery, and will prove a useful addition to the 
military family of the Lieutenant-General. 





Mx. J. J. Russa, Chairman of the Ute Commission, 
has reported to Secretary Kirk wood that the commission 
have selected lands and propose to locate the Uncom- 
pabgre Utes in the vicinity of the junction of the Green 
and White rivers in Utah, and that they propose to erect 
temporary agency buildings there and have the agency 
removed to that point as soon as possible. By this ar- 
rangement the Uiotahs, White rivers and the Uncom- 
pahgre Utes will be located upon and immediately 
adjoining the Uintah river. Mr. Russell reports that it 
would be necessary before the removal of the Uncom- 
pabgres to have a military force of at least one hundred 
and fifty men stationed at the point indicated for the 
agency buildings, as well as a small force for the winter 
at the Utah Agency. Secretary Kirkwood st once 
requested Secretary Lincoln to issue such instructions 
to military commandants as may be necessary to carry 
into effect the views and wishes of the commission 
respecting the location of troops at the new agency and 
at the Uintah reservation.

Tne Helena Independent of July 14th, says: About 
7.80 o’clock last evening the military telegraph operator 
at Fort Keogh notified the Helena office that what 
threatened to be an extensive conflagration had broken 
out at Fort Keogh snd was then raging with great fury.

The quarters occu- 
pied by Companies F and G, 5th Infantry, were entire- 
ly destroyed. The buildings in which these companies 
were quartered was about 200 feet long. 








Gey. Hazey, Chief of Signal Bureau, is preparing a 
system to record the average rainfall and mean maximum 
and mean minimum temperature by districts for cotton 
growing regions of the United States, in co-operation 
with the post-office department and Southern railroad 
and telegraph companies. 








Army officials are wondering at the West Point Aca- 
demic Board’s delay in submitting their report to the 
Secretary of War.

The Philadelphia correspondent of the London Times, 
under date of June 21st, referring to the alleged destruc- 
tion of the Doterel by a coal-torpedo, states that two 
other ships of the British Navy are understood tu have 
taken the torpedos into their bunkers.

Cotonet ©. G. MoCawiey, commandant of the marine 
éorps, recently inquired what regulation or order of the War 
Department prescribes how the stars shall be placed in the 
national flag, and Captain John F. Rodgers, military store. 
keeper, U. 8. A., in charge of the Schuylkill arsenal, Phila- 
delphia, reported, under instructions, that there are in the 
museum at the Philadelphia clothing depot three copies, 
believed to be authentic, of the Stars and Stripes, the first 
having its stars in a circle, the second arranged in a parallel- 
Ogram with one star in the centre, and the third in three 
horizontal lines of five each (this latter flag has fifteen 
stripes.) The weight of all these authorities is on the side of 
parallel lines and this coupled with the fact that it has been 
the accepted custom to so make the unions for many years 
past, may be regarded as establishing this form of arranging 
the stars as firmly as it can be established in the absence of 
& positive or explicit definement in the law itself.

THE SURRENDER OF SITTING BULL. 


On the 18th of July, Maj. Brotherton at Fort Buford 
received from Louis Legare the following letter : 


Dear Masog : I am en route with Sitting Bull, Four Horses 
and Red Thunder, ard about forty families, with 200 people. 
I hope to get over all right. The Indians wish to have some 
half-breeds come cut with provisions, I sent a good man 
with this letter. He will tell you all about it. Can you send 
them full rations, in order to let them know how you will 
feed them at Buford? I have provisions for two or three 
days only. Send in a hurry, or they may make trouble or 
turn back. Each chief cages from you a little present, such 
as tobacco, spirits, etc. have promised this much, if not 
more. Send them something, even if charged tome. I wish 
you would direct every man at the fort not to pay any more 
attention to Sitting Bull than to any other Indian for the first 
day, end let me bring them to the front of your office inyself. 
If there is anything wrong I will notify you at once. They 
have very few ponies and guns, and come from Qu’Appelle 
nearly starved. The IndianI send with my map, Am 
Delasle, is one of the best I know. I remain your obedient 
servant, Jean Louis LEGARE. 


Maj. Brotherton at once made the povgee dispositions, 
and the rest of the story is told in this despatch : 
Fort Burorp, July 20, 4 P. m. 

tng Buil and about two hundred Indian people arrived 
at exactly 12 o’clock to-day and surendered their arms and 
ponies to Maj. Brotherton. No speeches have yet been made, 
as Sitting Bull and his orator are fatigued and hunger. They 
were placed in compartments between the post and the boat 
landing and are as securely in Maj. Brotherton’s charge as if 
they were in irons. The Pioneer Press correspondent visited 
Sitting Bull after his lodge was erected and cheered the old 
man up by informing him that he had seen only a short time 
before the lost daughter whom the Canadians had told him 
was in chains, and that she was well and happy. 
expressed a desire to have a talk after he had rested and had 
something to eat. The cavalcade, as it filed to the garrison, 
attracted much attention. It consisted of six army wagons 
loaded with squaws and children, followed by twenty-five or 
thirty of Louis are’s Red river carts well filled with bay- 
gage. Much credit is given here to Mr. Legare for his faith- 
ful service to the Government in inducing Sitting Bull to 
come with him, He has used his own means freely in pro- 
viding transportation and provision, and should be liberally 
rewarded for his work. Sitting Bull himself and his chiefs 
and head men rode their ponies and did not dismount ard 
shake hands until they arrived at the place fixed upon for 
their camp. Capt. Clifford states that Sitting Bull has 
seemed more suljen and insolent than any of the chiefs he 
had under his management, and his actions to-day confirm 
this statement, but it is thought that kind treatment will soon 
make him satisfied. The Government has accepted his sur- 
render in good faith. A despatch was forwarded to Standing 
Rock to inform Crow King and Low Dog of Sitting Bull’s 
arrival, and itis believed that this news will remove any 
desire the Indians there may have to leave the ageacy. 

The following dispatch confirming the surrender of 
Sitting Bull has been received at the War Department. 

Fort SNELLING, Minn., July 20. 


Gen. Sherman, Washington, D. C.: 
Sitting Bull, with the last of the hostile Sioux, surrendered 
himeelf to Major Brotherton, Seventh Infantry, at Fort Bu-

THE CHINESE NAVY. 


From the North China Daily News, of June 8, we 
learn that at last the Chinese government has taken 
definite action for the creativn of a navy. The diffi. 
culties with Japan forced upon the councils of Peking 
the urgent necessity of a naval force, and hy the end 
of next year China will have a fleet, which will gua. 
ranty the coast ayo against sudden predatory attack. 
China has now in service and in reserve about 8,000 
seamen, with some knowledge of small and great arms 
drill, and general acquaintance with the duties of ser- 
vice in ships of war. The drill and methods of disci- 
pline are to be made uniform, so as to secure, in as 
short a time as possible, a higher standard of efficiency. 
Two French naval officers of ability and special quali. 
fications—Messrs, Gauvain and pgard—hbave been 
engaged, and their recommendations will be laid before 
the Viceroy Li, who has charge of the naval service of 
the Empire. A sufficient number of well-trained sea- 
men and gunners are available to man the ten gun ves- 
sels and the two new vessels designed and armed by 
Armstrong and Co., of Newcastle, England, and when 
the Jarge ironclad and two powerful corvettes are read 
for commussion, picked disciplined men will await 
them. 

Of the new fleet, the first two vessels to arrive in 
China will be the two steel sea a going gun vessels. 
They are of origival type, and constitute a new depar- 
ture ia naval warfare. It is understood the new 
cruisers will be built of steel on an iron framing, un- 
armored, carrying two breech loading guns each of 25 
tons weight, in darbdette turrets. The ships will have 
about 2,500 tons displacement—and the engines—two 
sets—will have a force of 3,000 to 3, horses, 
according to Watt’s formula. As the cruisers will 
be lightly masted, and of immersed form 
for speed, they should attain to a 15 knots 
rate, or near thereto. The force of the guns will be 
prodigious, as the heavy powder charges will ensure 
2,800 feet initial velocity, so that at 15 deg. of eleva- 
tion a shell of over 400 pounds weight will be thrown 
for a distance of 11, or perhaps 12 miles! Inthe new 
ships, the two barbette or demi turrets contain turn- 
tables, on which the guns are mounted, and, as the 
turrets are en échelon, not only broadside but almost all 
round fire will be practicable. 

The new 
ironclad is said to be a modified Grosser Kurfurst, and 
slightly larger. It will therefore be about 310 feet in 
length, by 55 or 56 feet beam, of 7,000 tons displace- 
ment, Ae from 5,500 to 6,000 effective horse-power.

The shipsof the Japanese navy 
are not excellent. e iro Foo So is an unforty- 
nate vessel, by grounding and corrosion, 
difficult t» manage, and—except in armor and battery— 
an indifferent though costly vessel. The Stonewall isa 
weak and obsolete ship. The corvettes: Kongo and 
Hiyei require frequent docking, and are known to be, 
in many ways, unsatisfactory. Of the twenty-two 
other vessels of the J navy list, only five, or at 
most six, are fit for active service in time of war. 

The News oyeahe in high terms of Commodore 
Shufeldt. 1t says: What Commodore Shufeldt’s func- 
tions will be, cannot yet be stated with certainty. He 
is an o distinction, and if to him should be con- 
fided the supreme direction of the Chinese navy, the 
Peking government will have made a good selection.

THE LAY-HAIGHT TORPEDO. 


The second and third official trials of the Lay-Haight 
torpedo before the special boatd of officers, consisting of 
Lieut.-Comdr. A. G. Caldwell, Lieut.-Comdr. R. B. 
Bradford, and Ensign A. L. Case, with Captain T. O. 
Selfridge commanding the torpedo station, were made 
at Newport during the past week, the former on July 
15 and the latter on July 16. The trials were witnessed 
by = Luce, in command of the training fleet; Ad- 
miral Werden, Commodore Upshur, and a large number 
of Army and Navy officers. On July 15, the boat 
worked admirably, and was under complete control of 
the operator on shore, but failed to make as good time 
as on the first official trial. The half-mile, which was 
the distance prescribed, was made in 2:53, a rate of a 
little more than 10 knots per hour. She was brought 
back to the starting pvint, and was maile to stop and 
start at will, as well as to go to port and starboard. The 
trial was considered.a success in everything except 
speed, the inventors claiming that it could make a rate 
of 13 knots. The speed, however, can easily be in- 
creased. The members of the board expressed them- 
selves as being pleased with the trial, and congratulated 
the inventors. One will be purchased for the torpedo 
station at a cost of $12,000. 

At the third and final trial, it was shown, by an of- 
ficial measurement, that the torpedo made at the rate of 
12 miles and over per hour, the course having been 
found to be longer than the mile, for which length it 
was laid out by Lieut. J. F. Mei The half mile 
measured 2,867 feet, instead of 2,640. One-half of the 
distance was covered by the torpedo in two minutes and 
forty-two seconds. The board expressed themselves as 
being highly pleased with the invention. The speed at- 
tained is greater than has ever been recorded for a 
movable torpedo either in this country or in Europe. 
In the second trial, it was conclusively shown that the 
feed pipe was a trifle too small, which fact prevented 
the full and complete expansion of the gas. Carbonic 
acid becomes heavy, and will not expand if fed in too 
large quantities, as it serves to clog up the engine. The 
feed pipe on the previous trial was one thirty-second of 
an inch, which was considered a little too large. The 
ipe used in the second trial was one fifty-second of an 
inch, which, it seems, is not quite large enough to get 
the required speed. At the third, or final trial, a one- 
fortieth inch pipe was used.— Newport News.

He was 
promcted to 2d lieutenant April 7, 1854; 1st lieutenant May 
19, 1856, and captain in the Topographical Engineers, Sep- 
tember 9, 1861, being transferred to the Corps of Engmeers 
March 3, 1863. At the beginning of the war, he rendered 
efficient service in the departments of the Cumberlind and 
of the Ohio up to June 1, 1863. He participated in the 
various movements, battles, and engineer operations in these 
armies, and while en route to join the Army of the Potomac 
was captured near Rockville, Md., and paroled.

He took charge of the Topographical 
Department of the Army of the Potomac September 20, 1863, 
and was promoted to be major, Corps of Engineers, April 22, 
1864. He took part in the battles of Spottsylvania Court 
House and Cold Harbor, in the siege and battles of Peters- 
burg, and other engagements, and was brevetted a lieuten- 
ant-colonel August 1, 1864, for faithful and meritorious ser- 
vices in the field. He was brevetted a colonel April 2, 1865, 
for gallant and meritorious services during the siege of 
Petersburg, and on the same day was brevetted a brigadier- 
general for gallant and meritorious services during the re- 
bellion. He was present at the capitulation of General Lee 
with the Army of Northern Virginia, at Appomattox Court 
House, April 9, 1865. After the close of the war, he was en- 
gaged in selecting a site for a presidential mansion and park, 
and in making preliminary surveys and drawings. He was a 
member of the board to prepare plans, specifications, and 
estimates for new War Department buildings, and was acting 
Commissioner of Public Buildings at Washington from March 
13, 1867, to June 1, 1871. From that time to the present he 
has been engaged on various importent engiveer duties, his 
last post being New York City, in charge of various import- 
ant harbor improvements, examinations, and surveys. He 
was promoted to be lieutenant-colonel October 16, 1877. 
His many and varied services proved him to be an 
accomplished and gallant officer, and in every positiou of 
trust and responsibility he was a true soldier, whose loss will 
be deeply regretted by a host of friends. The burial of Gen. 
Michler took place ou Wednesday, July 20, in the family 
grounds at Easton.

WHY ARE NOT ORDERS OBEYED AT CREEDMOOR? 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Sm: In G. O. No. 15, June 10, 1881, an elaborate order 
was issued from the Adjuiant-General’s Office, New York, 
prescribing the manuer in which the rifle practice at .Creed- 
moor was to be carried on. Various regiments haye since 
practiced under it, and if the reports published in the Jovr- 
NaL of their conduct are correct (as to which there is little 
doubt), these orders have been substantially ignored. For 
example, the order directs that the volley firing shall be 
etanding—three 1ounds, front rank kneeling ; one round, 
rear rank (as front), kneeliug one round, and the file firing 
first two rounds, # pause for criticism and instruction, and 
then three rounds—to be fired as rapidly as consistent with 
accuracy. There is no room for misapprehension in regard 
to the order, and its object is perfectly apparent. 

Yet in last week's Jougnax we read that the 13th fired its 
volley and file practice ‘‘standing and without change of 
ranks,” and the file firing was ‘‘ most carefully desivered, 
slow, and deliberate.” 

If orders are thus followed in what is claimed to be a 
** crack” organization, what must be done in others? And 
what. value can be given to a classification based on scores 
made on volleys fired by one organization standing, by 
enother kneeling, and perhaps by a third lying, or in file 
firing when one fires its shots rapidly (as ordered), and 
another ‘‘ with great deliberation ?”” And in what position 
does it place orticers who, by obeying orders, see ther com- 
mands surpassed by scores made in violation of them? 

In fact, in one regiment, some of the officers actually 
called the files which were to fire as “ third file fire, fourth 
tile fire,” etc., thus practically converting file firing into in- 
dividual practice in ranks, and of course increasing the 
scores by at least thirty per cent. 

It is more than probable that the most of these blunders 
arise from the absurd system of ‘‘ promulgating ” orders, 
through which subordinate commanders “ promulgate” as 
such, as they see fit of their superiors’ orders, so that few, if 
any, company officers have ever received a copy of General 
Ordeis No. —, so 18 to be accurately ioformed what is ex- 
pected of them. 

As a brigade staff officer is always supposed to be upon 
the range, even this should not operate as a complete excuse. 
One would think that five minutes’ drill with empty pieces 
while the targets were being prepared would enable the ofti- 
cer commanding to explain the matter to both officers and 
men, 

Still, if it is expected that a National Guard organization 
is to be taught the whole science of rifle practice in a single 
day, we must not be too critical. OBSERVER. 





Some More Tacricat Porvts.—A Western contemporary, 
in criticising the late competitive drill at Louisville, makes 
the following points of tactics, As the article comes to us in 
proof, we are not able to say in what papor it appears : 

In our criticism of the late competitive drill, we scored as 
an error against the Portland Rifles their execution of *‘on 
left into line” from column of fours, while marching in 
double time. The leading four was halted, as per in- 
struction for executing it ia quick time. We have held that 
the leading four should contiuue the march in quick time, 
as in front into line, and shall so believe until some recog- 
nized authority shail decide us wrong. Two movements are 
given (in pars. 225-227), both of the same character—one to 
form line to the right or left from column of fours, and the 
other to form line to the front. In the latter, if marching 
in double time, the leading four takes quick time and con- 
tinues the march. In the other, the leadiug four is halted. We 
can see no reason for the distinction, since the commanding 
ofticer can halt his line when it suits him. On the move- 
ment ‘on rigut (or left) into line,” par. 225, the tactics give 
the following iustructions : 

“1. On right (or left) into line, 2. Marcu; 3. Company, 4. 
Hatt; 5. Right (or left) 6. Daxss ; 7. Frost. 

“* At the command march, the leading four wheeis to the right 
on a movab e pivot and moves forwaid, dressing to the right; the 
guide places himeelf on its right to conduct it; the oth:r fours 
march a distance equal to their front, beyond the wheeling point 
of the four next preceding, wheel to the right and advance as ex- 

lained for the first four; the rear guide places himself on the 
kere of the rear four as it wheels to the right. At the command 
halt, given when the leading four has advanced company distance 

in he new direction, it halts, and, at the sixth command, given 
immediately after, dresses to the right; the other fours halt and 
dr. ss successively upon arriving in line; the rear rank of each 
four closes to facing distance on halting. At the seventh 
command, given when the left four completes its dress- 
ing, allthe men cast their eyes to thefront. if tae mo.ement 
be executed toward the side opposite the file closers, each follows 
the four nearest him. passing in front of the f. llowing four 

**226 in those movements where itis prescribed that the lead- 
ing fouc or subdivision moves company distance to the front and 
then ha'ts, the leading four or subdivision may be halted «.t a less 
distance when necessary. This rule is general.” 

It will be observed that there is no reference to double 
time in these paragraphs, therefore, uuder par. 5, the move- 
ment may be executed in double time. But why is not this 
same rule applied to the succeeding movement as well? Or 
why are not the instructions for formivg hne to the front 
also applied, as far as double time is concerned, to forming 
line to the right or left? There is sucha similarity in these 
two miovements that common sense fails to suggest a reason 
for the distinction. The tactics says: 

“227. To the front. The Captain commands: 

“1, Right (or left) front into line, 2. Manca; 3. Company, 4. 
Hatt ; 5. Left (or right) 6 Daze; 7. Faont. 

“atthe command march, the first four moves straight to the 
front dressing to the left; the guide in front places himrelf on 
ite left; the other fours oblique to the right {ill oppos te their 
places in line, when each marches to the front. At the command 
halt, given when the leading four has advanced company distance, 
it baits, and at the sixth command, given immedimely after, 
dresses to the left ; the other fours halt and drees to the left on 
arriv ng in line; the rear ranks clove to facing dist-nce upon halt- 
ing; the guide in reer places him-elf on the right of the front rank 
upon the arrival of the last foor in line ; the seventh command is 
given when the last four completes its dressing. if the move 
ment is made toward the side of the file closers they dart throagh 
the columa as thé oblique commen es, If march'ngin d ubdle 
time, or in quick tive and thec mmand be double time, the Cap 
tain commauds: Guide left immediately after the command marcie 
the leading four (@~ moves to the front in quick time, _geg its 
rear rauk closing to facing distance ; the other fours oblique in 
double time, each taking the quick time and dresging to the left 
upon arriving in line; the rear raok, on arriving in line, closes 
to facing distance,” 

There has been nothing added to or taken from these in- 
structions, save the “‘fists,” to attract attention, and we wiil 
be very muci; pleased if some gentleman will inferm us why 
the distinctions noted were made. 

We lay down this proposition: If it is right, in forming 
line to the front from column of fours, double time; for the 
leading four to continue the march in quick, time, ualess the 
Captain desires to halt it, it is also correct in forming line 

on the ‘right or left, double time,

{In these movements we must consider the object for 

which they are provided. It would seem that in those provi- 

ded for forming line on the, right or left, it is not intended 
to advance—note the latitude given in shortening the dis- 
tance for the first four to march before being halted—the 
object for which they are provided is to bring into action im- 
mediately a part of the command, the leading four striking 
the line and the others extending the line as rapidly as they 
arrive—and it will be remembered thet in this very move- 
ment, pending its completion, firing by file may be taken up. 
Again, it may be necessary to extend the line or lines of bat- 
tle to the right or left, to either execute or resist a flank 
movement. In our judgment no more simple or effective 
movement could be provided, coniidering the value of se- 
curing an early and increasing fire as the right or left is 
extended .—Ep, Journat]. 


NATIONAL RIFLE Assocration.—The Board of Directors 
held their regular meeting on Tuesday, July 19, Gen. Win- 
gate in the cheir, at whicn the following report was read : 

New York, July 18.—Tho Committee on Programme for 
the fall meetiug would respectfully report : 

The Military Code of the Stute of New York authorizes the 
Governor to offer a prize costing $500 as a State prize for 
markmanship to the various organizations of the State, and 
a similar prize costing $100 to those of each division. Since 
the organization of Creedmoor, the State and the First and 
Second Division prizes have been shot there, and the compe- 
titions for them have constituted one of the most important 
features of the meeting. To enable the teams of the interior 
regiments to attend, it has beewcustomiry for the State to 
allow them transportation. 

‘In the belief that this would be continued the Committee 
have prepared the programme for the coming meeting at 
Creedmoor on the same basis as that of last year. They have 
recently, however, been informed that the Governor had de- 
cided not to offer these prizes, andjthat no transportation to 
teams will be allowed by the State of New York. The prizes 
in all probability can be supplied from the generosity of in- 
dividuals or subscriptions by the organizations interested. 
But unless some means.can be devised by which transporta- 
tion can be given, most if not all of the teams from interior 
military organizations will be debarred from attending. The 
men are anxious to shoot and are willing to give their own 
time, but they cannot afford to pay for their transportation. 
In the Dominion of Canada the railroad companies grant 
transportation to teams attending the Dominion and Provin- 
cial Rifle meetings at reduced rates or gratuitously, they be- 
ing in uniform and exhibiting their entrance tickets to show 
that they are soldiers entered for the matches. It would 
scem as if the great railroad interests of the State are so 
largely dependent upon the National Guard for protection, 
and are under so much obligation to it for its services during 
the railroad riots of 1877, that they would act liberally in this 
matter, if it were brought to their attention, 

“It istherefore recommended that a committee be ap- 
pointed to see what can be done in the matter, and inform 
the various regiments of the résult. Your committee also 
recommend that the prize committee be requested to en- 
deavor to supply from private sourves the prizes heretofore 
issued by the State. It is suggested that a large attendance 
might be secured from the regiments of New York aud Brook- 
lyn if the membership of the teams representing them in the 
First and Second Division matches were restricted to enlisted 
mun and non-commissioned officers, and to those who have 
never before shot on any team, so as to place all organiza- 
tions upon the same footing, not, however, to interfere with 
the right of any regiment to be represented by a veteran 
team in the matches for the State. prize, and for the Army 
Asp Navy JournNAL Cup, etc. Whiie there is great force in 
the suggestion, the Committee would recommend that, be- 
fore adopting it, the views of the various regimental com- 
manding officers should be ascertained, for unless itis found 
that the adoption of this course will result iu a decided in- 
crease in the number of teams shooting, it would not be wise 
to do anything which would in any way exclude these whose 
interest in rifle practice makes them habitual attendants at 
Creedmoor. In any event, no restrictions should be made 
upon the teams shootiug for the State championship. 

‘* The Committee are also of opicion that it would be wise 
to provide, as was originally done at the opening of Creed- 
moor, that where two or more teams from any of the interior 
divisions are present, the scores made by them in the compe- 
tition for the State prize should be considered as deciding 
the champivnship of their respective divisions for the 
year, and that the winner should receive a suitable prize from 
the Association. As the cavalry force have been almost en- 
tirely disbanded, the Committee have decided to withdraw 
the cavalry matches. The Champions’ Match, at 200, 600, 
and 1,000 yards, has not been sufficiently popular to be re- 
tained. 

‘The Committee recommend the adoption of a new match, 
consisting of teams of four from any military company, each 
organization to send as many teams as it chooses, distance 
200 and 500 yards (with head to target), five shots at each 
distance, the troops to shoot with the weapon with which 
their organization is equipped, the scores counting as a qual- 
ification for the Marksman’s Badge, two entries permitted, 
but the highest acore only to count.”

Service Institution recently by Capt. Lumley, who 
served through the Franco-German war of 1870-71 as 
an officer in the 13th Prussian Uhlans, and organised 
and commanded a squadron of 200 mounted riflemen in 
South Africa. ‘‘ Their whole mounted evolutions need 
not,” he thinks, ‘‘extend beyond being able to mount and 
dismount, both in front and column formations, to in- 
crease and diminish their front, to wheel fours right and 
left, and to advance by fours and twos from their right 
and left. Three of every four men can, in Capt. Lum- 
ley’s opinion, be, as a rule, conveniently dismounted, 
namely, Nos. 1 2, and 4, No. 3 taking charge of the 
horses, those of Nos. 1 and 2, with the right hand, and 
that of No. 40n the bridle arm.” The plan of tians- 
porting riflemen in some kind of wheel carriage, which 
has been advocated by many writers, does not find 
favor with Capt. Lumley.
